1. The following information is subraitted in accordance lith 
your memorandum request of 27 October, 

2. OCD is charged by current functional statements and atimiE" 
istrative instructions with maintenance of liaison with govermient 
offices in Washington. It is the intent of the instructions tiist 
perfoimi its liaison responsibility in sucii a manner as to minis ize 
duplication of effort on the part of CIA personnel, to ensure com- 
pliance with the security regulations and policy of this Agenqj , and 
to avoid the embarrassment to CIA which results from free-wheeu. 
liaison activities carried out independently by individual analysts. 
OCD cannot perform its liaison responsibilities, as defined above, 
without exercising a measure of surveillance over the liaison 
activities of other Offices. This fact ms recognized iidien it be- 
came known that, in one instance, some forty (4C) different in- 
dividuals of CIA had independently approached the Bureau of Minas 
and obtained copies of a single publication. (Understeindably,; the 
Bureau of Mines complained.) 

3. OCD is not now able, in practice, fxilly to carrj" out the 

intent of the instructions. OSO and OPC are specifically excli.ded 
from the provisions of J I and all oti.e* 

Offices and Staffs of the Agency, to a greater or less degree, can’j 
on direct liaison activities without advice to OCD. The problfm it 

a very difficult and touchy one. Our liaison with the Departakat of 
Commerce is a good example. 

4. 0CD*s liaison with Commer ce is carried out by two Liad son 
Officers of the Liaison Division - 

They deal with the following units or the hef^rtment: 

Office of the Secretaiy 

OIT (Office of International Trade) 

OTS (Office of Technical Services) 

ODC (Office of Domestic Commerce) 

Office of Publications 
Bureau of Census 
Bureau of Standards 
Weather Bureau 
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5. On matters of particular sensitivity, or on problems which re- 
quire policy decision by the Secretary's Office, the Liaison Officers go 
direct to Mr. Bernard Gladieux who is Executive Assistant to the Secie- 
tary and who has been designated, with I&S approval, as Liaiscn CieaiiiM; 
Authority. Mr. Gladieux is xinfailingly cordial and he^^iful. 'fhe t.-;:ir-<sy 
could not ask for more wholehearted cooperation than it receives iron 
him. The only flaws in o\ar relationship with him result from inabef-iLfte 
coordination in CIA itself - i.e., it sometimes happens that the ICi 
fails to advise OCD of action being taken on letters from the 3ecre :.£iy 
of Commerce which have been written as a consequence of discuesiona be- 
tween Mr. Gladieiix and the Liaison Officer. When this heppeis the Liaison 
Officer is unable to carry through on his undertakings with nfer. Gia,dj.eux. 

A specific example is given in the follov/ing paragraph. 


6, PIT , the Office of Internation Trad^ . is perhaps the most im- 
portant unit of Commerce from a foreign intelligence standpoii-t. I&a 
Sub-Liaison Clearing Authority is Mr. H. P. Van Blarcom. He Is ttLorc>u^ly 
cooperative, and is well indoctrinated as to security, for ha was Ciiief of 
ONI' 6 Foreign Trade Section dxiring the war. He invariably gives uv every- 
thing we ask for, and our only difficulties with him stem froci our in- 
ability, due to security policy, to give him reciprocal service. He 
points out that OIT gives considerable assistance to ClA and t.o the HiS 
program, but is unable to gain access even to the end result of tiie ifork 


to which it has contributed. 

This Office has learned of several liaison contacts set up hy 
other Offices of CIA, without advice to OCD, with OITs 

Mr. I ' lof ORE has had discussions with Mr. Freckmck 

Olmstead, Deputy Lhaxrmtih of the Appeals Board in OIT. Date aad suoiect 
of the discussion are not known. 

On August 22, 1949, the Secretary of Commerce tjrote to tiie iX,:I 
to ask that a representative of CIA participate in continuing distrusnions 
of export control matters. The DCI's office sent the letter to Oiih, which

Mr. I ~| of OSO maintains direct liaison witii a Mr. 

Blomquist of OIT. This resulted from a discussion between thtJ OCD L:.eison 
Officer and Mr. Gladieux, Executive Assistant to the Secrets r: of C^raierce. 
In consequence of this discussion a letter was sent to the DGI by die 
Secretary of Commerce, requesting that a channel be set up foi’ the Ir; ns— 
mission from CIA to Commerce of information on foreign firms whidi m.ght 
serve as transmittal points to the U.S.S.R. of materials shipjied to ihem 
from the U.S.A. The letter was sent by the DCI to AD/OSO, anu the Lfitter 
nomine-tedl I for the liaison duty. OCD did iwt learn of

corresponde nce in qxiestio n. 

Mr. of OSI has asked for continiiinf; direct Hi.LiK*n 

with two officials of OIT, and I&S on 13 September was request.ed by 
to render a decision.

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7. The Weather Bureau is of particular importance to OSi-, and :.t,s 
Sub-Liaison Clearing Authority is Mr. I. R. Tannehill, Chief cf -ttie 
Synoptic Reports and Forecasts Division. The OCD Liaison Officer has 
arranged a number of ad hoc meetings for various OSI and ORE per»mai#l 
with officials of the Weather bureau, chiefly in connection w:.th meet- 
ings of the Joint Meteo rological Committee of the JUS. 

of OSI has asked OCD to set up oontinur.ng dxrf»ct 
liaison between himself and (1) Mr. Richelderfer, Chief of th<5 Weittnir 
Bureau, and (2) Mr. Eberly, the latter's assistant. He has al.so asiucl 
that all future liaison between CIA and the Weather bureau be chaime’.ed 
through himself, and that Mr. Eberly be designated as Sub-Lia.son OlHar- 
ing authori ty in place of M r. Tannehill. IS£ has not as yet rendersd a 
decision on I 1 request for direct liaison, and QCD has 

informed him that it must continue to serve as the official l:.ais*3ii 
channel with the Wet^ ther Bureau tinder existing instmjctxons.

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9. The bureau of Standards , for a variety of reasons, is e®>32:.nlly 
difficult. Its Director, Dr. Condon, is regarded with a rather ;^mmliced 
eye by ISSj and its "Assistant Director, Dr. ?/allace brode, is a mu iiitn 
whom we have all had dealings. The Sub-Liaison Clearing Authoritc'" i-f 
Robert Huntoon, Chief of the Atomic and Molecular Physics Divi.sicai, n.ud he 
is so occupied with other matters that we have been unable to establash 
satisfactory working contact with him. I&S has therefocre autjiorisoii OGD 
to deal with other Division Chiefs, provided that we give then no frri.tten 
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requireraents and no oral requireTuen'ts classified higher than CaJiTidendal. 
OCD has asked I&S to approve of Dr. As tin, Chief of the Electrcftiics 
Division (and the Bureau Security Officer) as Sub— Liaison Cleari-ag Au- 
thority in place of Dr. Huntoon. I&S has not as yet taken action on -,:js 

I Chief of the Biographic Register, wiiJhes Di*. Ajit. ui 

to serve on his advisory panel for information concerning foreifin 
scientists. I&S has been advised of this request, but has not t.s yet 
made a decision. 

10. Other units of Comaorce have offered no serious oroblens. O'l:* 
Liaison Officers deal with their Sub-Liaison Clearing Authorities, and 
have encountered good cooperation in all. 

11. Libraries of the Department of Commerce, and of its siii>or(^ii.ittj 
units, have satisfactory inter-library loan arrangements with the GIa 
L ibrary. 


SUMMARY 

12. Our liaison with most units of the Department of Cow® rce is 
operating satisfactorily on a routine basis, although we know t tat ouisc 
Offices of CIA have established independent liaison with the Office of 
International Trade, We do not know, and have no way of knowin-:, ho» 
many CIA analysts of the other Offices are carrying on discussions iin 
people of OIT. I&S is slow, perhaps unavoidably, in dealing wttii Oci. 
requests for security guidance in the establishing of direct contact?, 
for ORE and OSI personnel, and undoubtedly this is a factor wniciL conr> 
tributes to the natural tendency of every good analyst to set up his 
own liaison as seems to him best. | |
